benefits. 
It makes high school work possible 
for many who would otherwise never 
have such advantages. 
It affords better specialization along 
the lines of domestic 'science, agricul­ 
ture, manual training, drawing and 
music. 
It leads to greater emulation and 
enthusiasm among pupils. 
These advantages tond to awaken 
the school sentim ent of the commun­ 
ity and lead to other advantages such 
as 
libraries, 
sanitation equipment, 
better teachers, longer terms, good 
roads, more regular attendance, larg­ 
er social influences and higher stand­ 
ards. 
Everywhere that consolidation lias 
been tried it has been approved as 
better than the isolated single school. 
In 
many 
instances 
consolidated 
schools including 
the 
expense 
of 
transportation have cost less than the 
isolated school and still been called 
an improvement. However, no effort 
should be made to have them cost 
less. 
They 
are Xworth 
more 
and 
should cost more. They usually lead 
to a larger appreciation of the bene­ 
fits resulting in more liberal support 
for still greater returns. Thus they 
usually come to coat more and be 
worth much more. What we want is 
not cheapen* but better schools. Where 
consolidation has reduced the cost of 
schools that result has been obtain­ 
ed by ret!tieing the number of teach­ 
ers and giving each teacher a larger 
number of pupils. This should never 
be done. 
>o Argument for Cheaper 
Schools. 
In working fen* 
consolidation 
wv 
should not use the argument that it 
will be cheaper. We have enough ar­ 
gument without that. Although it is 
possible to consolidate and cut down 
expenses by reducing the number of

Sometimes a 
large isolated country school should 
have a good building and two good 
teachers and remain where it Is un­ 
til conditions /wake further combina­ 
tion practicable. 


W hat the School Should Be. 
The consolidated school should not 
necessarily be in (town, and surely it 
should not be an imitation of the town 
school. It should be for country boys 
and girls with agriculture, manual 
training and domestic science adapted 
to their needs. 
Tile means of conveyance should be 
comfortable, safe and punctual. The 
wagon-s should be tho property of the 
school, the horses should be well 
known and carefully chose*!, and the 
driver should be Tellable and be put 
under bond for the faithful and cap­ 
able performance of his duty. 
Where 
consolidation 
can 
not at 
once be accomplished other means 
should at once be adopted for the im­ 
provement of the country school. 
In the minds of some the improve- 
nient of the country school means 
nothin? more nor less than consolida­ 
tion. They advocate that and that on­ 
ly and when they can not secure it 
htye neglect to offer other attainable 
improvements, but just continue talk­ 
ing for consolidation. It is altogeth­ 
er possible to improve the schools 
without consolidation and it is pos- 
sable to consolidate without improve­ 
ment. The country school can not be 
greatly improved by consolidation or 
otherwise without more money. 
We should face the issue squarely 
and quit trying to tell tax payers 
how to improve the schools without 
more money. We should quit trying 
to shift the responsibility to an un­ 
derpaid 
teacher, 
and 
should 
say 
frankly that the country school must 
offer more money. Better teachers 
are not secured by talking about poor 
teachers and finding fault with them, 
but by offering salaries that will at­ 
tract better teachers, enable teach­ 
ers to make better preparation and 
remain longer in the work.
